WASHINGTON, May 25. ~— Another 
chapter was added today to the length- 
ening narrative of American effort to 
arrange with its European debtors for 
the payment of their war-time and post- 
war obligations when it was made 
known that Italy and Belgium had 
taken the position that they should not 
be called upon to conclude debt settle- 
ment agreements until France had made 
definite arrangements to pay. 

Another important development was 
that some of those in informed quar- 
ters fee] that they have reason to be- 
Weve that Great Britain would offer 
no objection if arrangements for re- 
funding the French debt contained terms 
of settlement easier than those under 
which the British Government is pay- 
ing its obligations. 

Nothing official has come from the 
British Government with respect to a| 
willingness to have the United States | 
conclude a debt adjustment. agreement 
with France on easier terms than Great 
Britain consented to, but it is gathered 
that the impression has been given that 
Gat Britain is not disposed to make 
difficulties should France seek more 
favorable conditions. 

Granted that this guarded hint has 
some substantial foundation, and cir- 
cumstances point to its authenticity in 
epite of the fact that {it carnot be at- 
tributed to any authoritative source, this 
state of affairs marks a most important 
step forward in the endeavor now in 
progress on the part of the United 
States, certainly so far as France Is con- 
cerned, to obtain repayment of the huge 
sums it loaned to allied Governments

Belgium’s Position on Her Debt. 


What became known today in con- 
nection with the war debt exchanges 
was disclosed as a direct outcome of a 
dispatch from the Paris correspondent 
of Tue New York Times printed in 
Sunday’s issue. This dispatch contained 
the information that the Belgian Gov- 
ernment would shortly send a note to 
the United States in which the conten- 
tion would be made that the Paris 
agreement of last January concerning 
the distribution of German reparations 
annuities among the Allies, with the 
United States Government participating 
in the arrangement, made provision that 
Belgium's indebtedness to this Govern- 
ment is to be paid from the amounts re- 
ceived by the Belgian Government from 
Germany. 

While it was made clear that offi- 
clals did not desire to discuss this sub- 
ject and it was conceded that THE TIMEs 
correspondent was merely reporting in- 
formation given to him of Belgium's 
contentions, there was sharp denial that 
Belgium had any justification for a 
claim that January’s Paris agreement 
provided that Belgium must first get 
reparations payments from Germany 
before she undertook to refund the 
amounts that had been borrowed from 
the United States. 

This Government, in its Paris nego- 
tiations, it was said, with Secretary 
Kellogg, then American Ambassador to 
Great Britain, as the chief American 
representative, declined absolutely to 
substitute one obligation for another— 
that is, to substitute Germany's obliga- 
tions to pay reparations for the ‘obliga- 
tions of Belgium to pay the sums she 
had borrowed from the United States. 
Belgium, it was asserted, fully under- | 
stood this. The United States, it was 
maintained, had consistently refused to | 
substitute one obligation for another. 

Today’s disclosures embraced con- 
firmation of the statement made in the! 
Paris dispatch printed in THE NEw) 
York Times on Sunday that a dip- 
lomatic note dealing in a comprehen- 
sive way with the history of Belgium's 
war debt to the United States had been 
presented in April to the Belgium Gov- 
ernment in behalf of this Government 
by William Phillips, the American 
Ambassador. This communication, it 
was made known, had been followed 
by conversations between the Belgian 
Foreign Office and Ambassador Phil- 
lips and an oral exchange in Wash-| 
ington.

CHAMBER DELAYS DEBATE 


Painleve Wins Stay Till Tomor- 
row, While Sentiment Grows 
for Voting War Credits. 


PARIS, May 25 (#).—The heavy losses 
sustained by the Riffians at the hands 
of the French and the reorganization 
of the French army of 50,000 under 
General Daugan are looked upon here 
as indicating the seriousness of the sit- 
uation in Morocco. 

General Daugan has withdrawn his 
army to the southern side of the 
Ouergha River, abandoning five posts 
that were almost continually surrounded 
by the tribesmen and could be supplied 
with food only by airplane or after 
strong, difficult and probably costly 
drives to clear out the Riffians, who 
swept back as soon as the French again 
retired. 

This new policy leaves more forces 
available for the real fighting, which is 
expected to be renewed as soon as the 
Riffians are reported to be continuing 
thelr concentrations. The French ke- 
wise are getting heavy reinforcements 
through Casablanca. 

Preparations are advancing for re- 
newal of the fighting, and particular 
attention is being givéh to the aviation 
service. Small aircraft carry the wound- 
ed from the battlefield to camps, where 
large planes take groups of them for 
various hospitals at Fez Ouezzan, and 
even Rabat. 


French Form New Continueus Line. 

FEZ, Morocco, May 25 (#).—The 
French troops opposing Abd-el-Krim’'s 
invading Rifflan tribesmen have been 
withdrawn from their positions north 
of the Ouergha River, establishing their 
lines behind the protection of that 
stream. 

The plan of the French command Is 
to establish a continuous front, without 
breaks in the line, thus guarding against 


infiltrations of enemy tribesmen. 
The new position will also have the 


effect of shortening the length of the 
front, affording the protection of the 
river against raiding parties of Riffians. 
French artillery commands .all points 
where the river can be crossed in force. 

An attack by the Yebala tribesmen 
against the Spanish front in the region 
of Tahatof is recorded in an official 
communication issued by the French 
military authorities here today. The 
communication says: 

‘“"The Yebalas have attacked the Span- 
ish front in the region of Tahatof and a 
Spanish column has been sent there from 
El Araish. Abd-el-Krim is said to have 
ordered rapid-firers for the Yebalas. 

‘“"The destination of enemy contingents 
recently reported on their way to the 
front still is unknown. The Yebalas ad- 
mit that they lost more than 700 dead 
along the Ouergha. It is reported that 
two bombs dropped by airplanes killed 
150 of the rebels. 

“The situation is stationary in the cen- 
tre. Infiltrations are reported in the 
region of Ain Matouf. 

“On the east the situation is station- 
ary. Infiltrations are reported around 
the post of Koudias-ed-Kata. The chief 
of the Riffian contingent from Tizortine 
is said to have ordered the conscription 
of 500 cavalry from among the Gzenaia 
and Metalsa tribes. 

‘The enemy is understood to have been 
instructed byAbd-el-Krim not to attack 
posts, but to attack tribes and burn vil-

SCOPES IS INDICTED 
IN TENNESSEE FOR 
TEACHING EVOLUTION 


Grand Jury Acts After Judge 


Reads Genesis on the 
Creation of Man. 


ACTION UNDER NEW STATUTE 


Schootroom Is Declared a Place 
to Develop Character, Not 
to Violate Laws. 


TRIAL IS SET FOR JULY 10 


Science Association Plans to Aid 
Defense—Talk of Stadium 
to Seat 20,000.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 25.—John T. 
Scopes, young Dayton (Tenn.) high 
school teacher, tonight stands Indicted 
for having taugh the theory of evolution 
to students attending his science classes 
In violation of a law passed by the 
Tennessee Legislature and signed by the 
Governor on March 21, 1925. The date 
for his trial has been fixed for July 10 
at Dayton. The hearing of the case 
will bring many notables to the little 
mountain town, including William Jen- 
nings Bryan for the prosecution and 
Clarence Darrow of Chicago arid Dudley 
Field Malone of New York for the de- 
fense, ; 

The indictment, returned by the Grand 
Jury convened in special session, was 
returned after evidence by Walter White, 
Superintendent of the Dayton public 
schools, and eight high school students 
had been heard by the jurors. The seg- 
sion followed a charge by Judge John T. 
Raulston, who interpreted the law and 
includéd in his presentation the reading 
of the first book of Genesis from the 
King James version of the Bible, in 
which the story of creation is detailed. 

The specific charge of the indictment 
is that on April 24, 1925, John Thomas 
Scope, “did unlawfully and-~ wilfully 
teach in the public schools of Rhea 
County, Tenn., which sald schools are 
supported in part and in whole by the 
public school ‘funds of the State, cer- 
tain theory and theories that deny the 
story of the Diviné creation of men 4s 
taught in the Biblé and’ did teach there- 
of that man has descended from a lower 
order of animals.’’ The penalty pre- 
scribed in the law for such violation is 
a fine of from $100 to $500. 

Telling the jurors that if the statute 
had been violated, their duty was to 
find the indictment, Judge Raulston 
pointed out that it was not within their 
prevince to inquire into the policy or 
the wisdom of the legislation. 

Law’s Wisdom Not Jurors’ Concern, 


“The policy and wisdom of any partic- 
ular legislation addresses itself to the 
legislative branch of Government, pro- 
vided the proposed legislation is within 
constitutional Limitations,’’ he said. 

“Our Constitution imposes upon the 
judicial branch of the Government the 
interpretation of the statutes and upon 
the executive departments the execution 
of the law. 

“The statute involved in this investi- 
gation provides that a violation consti- 
tutes only a misdemeanor, but there are 
degrees of crime not by expressed pro- 
vision of statutes, but in reality, in- 
volved in misdemeanors as well as in 
felonies, and in the very nature of 
things, I would regard a violation .of 
this statute a high misdemeanor, and in 
so declaring I make no reference to the 
policy or constitutionality of the statute, 
but to the evil example of the teacher 
disregarding constituted authority in the 


‘presence of those whose thought and 


morals he is to direct and guide. To 
teach successfully, we must teach both 
by precept and example. 

“The school room is not only a place 
to develop the power of thought, but 
also a place to develop discipline, power 
of restraint and character. If a teacher 
openly and flagrantly violate the law of 
the land in the éxercise of his profession, 
this example cannot be wholesome upon 
the undeveloped mind and, naturally 
tends to create and breed a spirit of 
disregard for good order and a want of 
respect for necessary discipline and re- 
straint in our body politic, 


Must Ignore Attitude of Accused. 


“In this investigation you should not 
be concerned as to the attitude of the ac- 
cused as to whether or not he is will- 
ing or unwilling to be indicted.

National Defense Day Test Set for July 4; 
President Disapproves Armistice Day Date

WASHINGTON, May 25.—President 
Coolidge gave formal approval today to 
holding Defense Day on July 4, in a note 
sent to Acting Secretary of War Dwight 
F. Davis. He is opposed to thé proposal 
of the War Department to have the test 
on Armistice Day, Nov. 11. 

Another suggestion advanced by the 
President was that Governors should be 
informed that participation by the States 
was purely voluntary. 

President Coolidge’s letter reads: 

Dear Mr, Secretary: 

On the 11th inst. you submitted to 
me a proposed plan of the War De- 
partment to hold on next Armistice 
Day, Nov. 11, 1925, a second defense 


test of the same general character as 
the one which was held last Septem- 
ber. You state that Ahe same condi- 
tions exist now which made a muster 
and inspection of the army of the 
United States desirable last year and

Only two 
‘other large cities in the coumtry, Louls- 
ville, Ky., and St. Paul, Minn,, experi- 
enced the same degree of cold, and one, 
Duluth, Minn., was two degrees colder.

Presbyterian General Assembly} Discharged After .52-Hour 


Votes to Endorse Merger 
of Cleveland Bodies. 


NEW YORK CASES TABLED 


No Action Taken on Complaint 
of Licensing Anti-Funda- 
mentalist Ministers.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 25.—The 
fighting Fundamentalists were deuisively 
beaten by the Liberals at today’s session 
of the General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church when the principle of 
church union was vindicated in the case 
of the Presbytery of Cleveland, which 
was encouraged to work out plans for 
union with the Congregational Church 
of that city, 

In the vigorous debate the Iine was 
drawn sharply between those who 
favored the principle of chur h union 
only on condition that ather denomina- 
tions subscribe to the Presbyterian 
creed and those who were willing to 
meet other churches half way and adopt 
a policy of “give and take” on the ques- 
tion of church union. 

The Committee on Bills and Overtures, 
which had been memorialized by the 
Firgt Presbyterian Church of New York 
to vindicate \its loyalty in the case of 
Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, reported 
that it would take no action on the re- 
quest. No further statement on the sub- 
ject was made by the committee. Its 
action, however, prevented debate that 
undoubtedly would have led to charges 
and counter-charges and marfed the 
spirit of harmony and good-fellowship 
which thus far has marked the sessions 
of the Assembly. ’ 

Dr. Erdman Sidetracks Discord. 


Another fssue which threatened to 
cause disorder was postponed by an 
adroit parlimentary decision of Dr. 
Charles Erdman, the Moderator. This 
was a memorial of the Presbytery of 
New York upholding its staff in» the 
licensing of candidates for the ministry 
belief in the 
virgin birth, the inerrancy of the Bible 
and some of the miracles, . 

The Committee on Bills and Over- 
tures, which considered the memorial, 
presented majority and minority re- 
ports. The former, which was said to 
be acceptable to the New York Com- 
missioners, was signed by twelve mem- 
bers and recommended that no action 
be taken because the same principles 
were before the Judicial Commission, 
the Supreme Court of the church. The 
minority report, signed by eleven ‘nem- 
bers, also recommended that no action 
be taken, but stated that the rules of 
the Church directs that when candidates 
were not clear and positive of funda- 
mental points their Mcense should be 
deferred, : 

This minority report was considered 
as a rebuke to the Presbytery of New 
York and a motion was made to hold 
it out of order. : 

Such a ruling was made by Moderator 
Erdman, but when a motion was made 
to table both reports until the Judicial 
Commission took action on a similar 
case now before it, the Moderator fre- 
called his ruling and said he felt it was 
the mind of the assembly that both ‘re- 
ports be tabled temporarily. 

The complaint of the Rev. Dr. A. D. 
Gantz against the Synod of New York 
and that of the Rev. Dr. Walter D. 
Buchanan against the Presbytery of 
New York regarding the ficensing of 
ministers are scheduled for report by 
the Judicial Commission tomorrow af- 
ternoon, 


Debate on Church Union. 


The debate on church union was 
brought on by the report of Dr. J. 
Ross Stevenson. Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Church Cooperation and 
Union, which pointed out that the, Cleve- 
land Presbytery submitted last year 
a plan of union for the Congregational 
and Presbyterian Churches of that city. 
The report presented the following reso- 
lution: 

“That the Presbytery of Cleveland, and 
other Presbyteries and Synods where the 
situation is similar, be encouraged to 
work out plans for cooperation and 
union in their local areas, as a demon- 
stration of the practical operation of 
united churches within ‘their bounds 
subject to the counsel of the Depart- 
ment of Church Cooperation, and that 
report thereof be made to the next Gen- 
eral Assembly.’’ 

Dr. Henry B., Kirkland of German- 
town, Pa., an extreme.

MACRI JURY FAILS, 


Deadlock —11 in Tears 
Pledge $22,000 for Bail. 


RETRIAL NOT EXPECTED 


Juror for Conviction Defends 
_ Stand, While Others Declare 
Girl Is Innocent.

NEW HAVEN, May 25.—One juror 
who expressed his opinion at the start of 
the jury’s 52 hours of, deliberation and 
stuck to it until the end today prevented 
the acquittal of Olympia Macri, the 18 
year old singer» who slew Jphn Bag- 
nano, her alleged betrayer and father 
of a child he.refused to help support. 

The eleven jurors who voted for her 
acquittal after convincing the court that 
there was no chance for an agreement 
and following their discharge, pleaded 
with Judge Christopher L. Avery to 
admit the girl to bail, some with tears 
streaming dawn their faces. Each of- 
fered to pledge $2,000 toward a bond of 
$22,000. Tonight the prediction is that 
the court will grant their request tomor- 
row, 

The efforts of thé jurors &re being 
secotided’ by the group, of New Haven 
society women, headed by Mrs. Josepha 
Whitney, who have promised to guar- 
antee the future of Miss Macri and her 
baby. 

There is no récord of the retrial of a 
Connecticut murder case where eleven 
and even ten of the jury voted for ac- 
quittal. “ 


Jury’s Report Brings Climax. 


Seldom if éver'has a trial in this State 
involving the life of man or waman had 
such an exciting climax as that which 
came today when the jury reported, 
after having béen continuously striving 
to reach an agreement since 11 o'clock 
last Saturday morning, The jury was 
made up chiefly of farmers, and nearly 
every one of them had families which 
included a daughter of the defendant's 
age. The emotion with which they went 
about their duty was revealed in a state- 
ment made by Irving A. Andrews, the 
sole juror for conviction, to justify his 
insistence on a verdict of second degree 
murder, when he said ‘he heard Miss 
Macri’s testimony with tears in his eyes. 

The courtroom was packed to capacity 
when the court opened. Judge Avery 
sent word to the jury at once that he 
was ready to hear their verdict, but was 
informed that they had failed to reach 
one. At 12:45, no word coming fromthe 
jury room, the Court called the jury in 
to ask if they required instructions. 
Foreman Platt handed a note to the 
Judge.” Before reading it he sent the 
jury’ out of the rogm. Then a confer- 
ence over the note was held with the 
prosecutor and the defense attorney. 

Resummoning the jury the Court told 
{t that ft had no concern with future 
action in the case and must consider 
only the evidence before it. 


Jury Asks te Be Relieved. 


The jury retired to make another ef- 
fort, Miss Macri, as they filed out, had 
a fainting spell and collapsed. 
counsel, Mr. Koletsky, leaped to her side 
and raised her to her feet. At 1:25 the 
jury was again called into the court- 
room. Replying to Judge Avery, Fore- 
man Platt said: : 

“We feel that reaching an agreement 
is hopeless... We now stand at ‘the sgme 
place that we did on Saturday noon. We 
would like to be relieved of further 
duty.” 

Judge Avery asked them to make one 
more effort, and again the tired men, 
plainly showing the strain they were 
laboring. under, resumed théir delibera- 
tions. Their efforts were without avail 
and soon after 3 o'clock Judge Avery 
sent for them. Foreman Blatt an- 
nounced that they stood 11 to 1 for 
acquittal and that to reach a verdict 
was’ an impossibility. Judge Avery 
agreed that further attempts would be 
useless and discharged the jury, saying 
it had done the best it could. 


; Miss Macri Collapses. 


Miss Macri collapsed again when the 
final result of the weeks of trial became 
apparent to her, She was restored and 
listened to her counsel move that she 
be admitted to bail. State’s Attorney 
Alling opposed the motion and Judge 
Avery dénied it. 

Then, dazed, faltering and trembling 
with suppressed emotion, the giri, seem- 
ingly unable to walk alone. was almost 


carried to an automobile by deputy sffer- 
iffs, followed by the eleven jurymen 
whose eyes were filled with tears as they 
watched the car disappear,

There was still no news this morning 
from the Amundsen-Ellsworth North 
Pole expedition, four days and sixteen 
hours, or 112 hours at 4 A. M., since the 
two airplanes left Kings Bay, Spitz- 
bergen, for their Pole flight. Nothing 
has yet been heard from the party, the 
North American Newspaper Alliance an- 
nounced through The Associated Press. 


Sterms Threaten Arctic Regton. 


OSLO, Norway, May 25 (#).—The Ship- 
ping Gazette says that the Arctic regions 
are threatened with storms which it is 
thought will compel Captain Amundsen 
to return immediately if he is able. 

The weather forecast is for snow and 
fog on Wednesday. 

A dispatch from Spitzbergen to The 
Shipping Gazette says no news had been 
received regarding the fate of the 
Amundsen polar flight expedition up to 
2 o'clock this rporning. 

The dispatch reads: 

“As late as 2 A. M.'today there was no 
news of Amundsen. The Hobby (one 
of the expedition’s steamers) has re- 
turned to Wellman Bay, having patrolled 
north and east of Dane's Island. She 
found ice conditions difficult.’’ 

The dispatch added that “among 
members gf the expedition a certain 
amount of depression prevailed because 
of Amundsen’s non-appearance. If their 
flying boats were damaged the members 
of the expedition will have a long and 
dangerous return journey. 

“The weathér is now cloudy with « 
raw temperature, which has dfopped td 
below zero. ’ * 

“From the top of Amsterdam Island 
the captain of the Fram saw open water 
to the northward, where the machines 
might have descended.”’ 


Were Supplied With Maps. 


Amundsem in preparing for any emer- 
gency in cooperation with Dr. Adolf 
Hoel, "Geologist of the Oslo University, 
made a selection of all available maps 
and charts of the Polar basin. Dr. Hoel 
has &pent the last twenty Summers in 
Spitzbergen on surveys and is one of 
the leading Arctic experts. He sald to-~ 
day that landing at the Pole would be 
the Amundsen expedition’s most diffi- 
cult task because it would have to be 
between level ice fields, pack ice and 
hard snow drifts. 

The start of the airplanes proved that 
they could land easily on soft snow. 
Landing in cloudy weather, said the 
expert, would be dangerous, as with no 
shadows from the snowdrifts it would 
be hard to estimate distances. Landing 
would be easier in the sunshine, with 
the sun low on the horizon throwing 
long shadows. 

Dr. Hoel does not believe that there 
is open water at the North Pole at this 
of year and suggests that the big 
of fishing vessels between Green- 
and Nova Zembla be warned to 
look out for the expedition. 

He discussed the various possibilities 
of the expedition, enumerating them as 
follows: 

Amundsen might reach the Pole and 
remain there for a time; his planes may 
have been damaged, so that the expedi- 
tion might be proceeding on skis, to 
Cape Columbia or on the way toward 
tLe Pole.

PUBLICATION UPHELD 
BY SUPREME COURT 


|Ruling Is That Congress In- 


tended to Make Payments 
Public Property. 


DECISION IS UNANIMOUS 


Based on Construction of Cone 
gressional Intent—Freedom 
of Press Not Considered. 


NO LISTS BEFORE JUNE 30 


Treasury Officials Fear Aid te 


Swindlers—Congress Certain 
-to.Act In Fall.

WASHINGTON, May ~ 25.—Congress 
meagt to abandon the policy of keeping 
the amount of inome taxes paid and the 
names of the taxpayers secret, and 
therefore the newspapers will be at lib- 
erty to publish these without fear of 
violating the law, the Supreme Court 
of. the United States unanimously de- 
clared today through an opinion handed 
down for the Court by Associate Jus- 
tice Sutherland. 

The opinion of the Court completely 
reverses the decision of the Commise 
sioner of Internal Revenue that the 
publication of the names and amounts 
last year was illegal. No matter wheth- 
er it be wise to publish the details in 
question, the construction of the stat- 
utes and the congressional proceedings 
and debates show that the law cannot 
be broken by such a course, the Court 
stated, 

Secretary Mellon of the Treasury de< 
ferred formal comment on the decision, 
but Treasury officials have been opposed 
to publication of payments on the 
ground that they are unreliable as to the 
amounts of income recefved by corporae 
tions and individuals. Congressional 
leaders are certain to move at the next 
session for repeal of the law. 

It was stated at the Treasury that 
there would be no publicity of the tax 
payments before June 30 and in fact, 
the records would not be available until 
some time thereafter. Meanwhile the 
Grafting of publicity regulations will 
proceed. 

The case decided today was that of 
the Government as plaintiff in error 
against Walter 8. Dickey, owner-editor 
of The Kansas City Journal-Post, and 
Ralph Ellis, managing editor of the 
newspaper. The lower court decided 
that the newspaper was within ite 
rights in publishing the names and 
amounts of taxes paid, but the Govern- 
ment took the case on to Washington 
from the District Court for the Western 
District of Missouri. 


Two Newspaper Cases Decided. 


With the case of The Journal-Post, 
that of The Baltimore Post was decided 
in thé same way. Not long ago Senator 
Reed of Missouri appeared in the Su- 
preme Coyrt and argued the case for 
the Kansas City paper, and at that time 
former Secretary of War Newton D. 
Baker appeared and joined the Issue in 
behlf of The Baltimore Post. 

It was the Government’s contention

“Information which everybody is af 
liberty to acquire and the acquisition 
of which Congress seemed especially 
desirous of facilitating, in the absence of 
some clear and positive provision to the 
contrary, cannot be regarded otherwise 
than as public property, to be passed 
on to others as freely as the possessors 
of it. The contrary view required @ 
very dry and literal reading of the state 
ute, quite inconsistent with its legislae 
tive history and the known and declare@ 
objects of its framers."’ 


Text of Court’s Opinion. 


The opinion, in full, follows: 

An indictment was returned In the 
court below charging defendants in 
error as owner-editor and managing 
editor of several newspapers published 
at Kansas City, Mo., with printing 
and publishnig therein parts of cere 
tain designated Federal income tax ree 
turns, showing the names of the taxe 
payers and the amounts of their ine 
come taxes. Demurrers were intere 
posed to the indictment upon the 
ground that the facts set forth were 
not sufficient in law to charge any 
crime against the defendarts, because 
the information so published was ope 
ot public inspection, constituted a pub- 
Hic record available to the seneral 
public, and, consequently, was proper 
matter for news publication; and that 
if any statute attempted to forbid oF 
penalize such publication it contra- 
vened the First Amendment to the 
Federal Constitution, which prohibits 
Congress from making any law abridg- 
ing the freedom of speech or of tha 
press. The court. below sustained the 
demurrers and dismissed the Indict- 
ment. 3 Fed. Rep. (2D) 190. 

The indictment is drawn under tha@ 
part of Sec. 1010 of the Revenue act 
of June 2, 1924, C. 234, Stat. 253, 344. 
346, which re-enacts R. S. Sec. 3167, 
copied in the margin. Section 257 (b) 
of the same act, 43 Stat. 293, provides: 
‘The Commissioner shall as soon as 
practicable in each year cause to be 
repared and made available to publie 
nspection In such manner as he may 
determine, in the office of the Collector 
in each internal revenue district and 
in such other places as he may deter- 
mine lists containing the name and 
postoffice address of each person 
making an income tax retura in suc 





district, together with the amount of 
the income tax paid by such person. 

The prohibition against publication 
contained in Sec. 3167, it will be seen, 
is not absolute, but subject to possible 
qualification by other provisions of 
law. The language is that it shall be 
unlawful to print or publish in any 
manner ‘not provided by law’ any in- 
come return or any part thereof, &c, 
On behalf of defendants in error, it is 
contended that Section 257 (b) affects 
such a qualification. To this the Gov- 
ernment replies that the extent to 
which that provision goes is to au- 
thorize the Comissioner of Internal 
Revenue to make available for public 
inspection lists showing names of tax- 
payers arid amounts of taxes paid ‘by 
them, and that this falls short of au- 
thorizing the printing and publishing 
of the information e ntained in the 
lists. 

Something is said in the briefs, and 
was said at the bar, as to the wisdom, 


on the one hand, of secrecy, and, on 
the other hand, of publicity, in respect 
to tax returns. But that is a matter 
addressed to the discretion of the law- 
making department, with which the 
courts are not concerned, 80 long as 
no constitutional’ right or privilege of 
the taxpaper is invaded; and there is 
no contention that there is any such 
invasion here, whichever view may be 
adopted. The problem, therefore, is, 

, primarily, one of emery construc- 
tion, the disposition of which will de- 
termine whether the _ constitutional 
question as to the freedom of the press .

Earlier Policy Not Uniform, 


Prior to the adoption of the Six- 
teenth Amendment the policy in re- 
spect of tax publicity, as evidenced 
by Congressional legislation, had not 
been uniform.

3167 RS first appeared in substan- 
tially its present form in the act of 
Aug. 27, 1894, Section 34, c, 349, 28 
statutes, 509, 557. It was re-enacted 
by the Revenue acts of 1913, 1916, 
1919 and 1921, and by the existin 
act of 1924. The act of 1913, c, 16, 38 
statutes, 177, provided that tax re- 
turns should be open to inspection only 
upon order of the President, but al- 
lowed State officers under certain con- 
ditions to have access to the returne 
showing the names and incomes of 
corporations, &c. 

The act of 1919, Section 257, c, 18, 
40 statutes, 1086, in addition to this, 
allowed stockholders of any corpora- 
tion to’ examine its returns upon con- 
ditions therein stated. That act fur- 
ther provided (p. 1087) that the Com- 
missioner should cause to be prepared 
and made available to public inspec- 
tion, &c., “‘lists containing the names 
and the postoffice addresses of all 
individuals making income-tax returns | 
in such district’’; and this was ex- 
panded by the present law, Section 
257 (b), act of 1924, to include the 
amount of the income tax paid. 

It is significant that, while these 
progressively liberal publicity amend- 
ments were being made, Section 3167— 
to the general rule of which they were 
in terms opposed—was carried along by 
re-enactment without change, plainly 
indicating that, in the opMion of Con- 
gress, by the application of the qual- 
ifying clause ‘‘not provided by law,” 
the scope of the general rule against 
publication would become automati- 
cally narrowed to the extent of the 
liberalizing exceptions. The Congres-

Explanation was obtained also with 
reference to the course of the Belgian 
Government in having deposited funds 
in trust in this country. Belgium, ac- 
cording to the explanation, never made 
@ny payments under the Versailles 
Treaty, but last Autumn had deposited 
in the Federat Reserve Bank in New 
York a trust fund of $14,700,000 on her 
war coasts, that is the costs of the 


With respect to 
this action of Belgium it was recalled 
that the United States had an agreemnt 
ratified by Great Britain and Belgium 
but never ratified by France, providing 
that a certain percentage of the moneys

Arms Parley Delegate Says 
Nation Wants a Compact 
Outlawing Chemicals. 


VOTES FOR AMERICAN PLAN 


Von Eckardt ‘Clears the Alr’ During 
Argument on Butler Proposal 
to End Gas Exports.

PARIS, May 25.— Herr Von Eckardt, 
the chief German delegate to the Arms 
Traffic conference, this morning an- 
nounced that his Government is ready 
to adhere without reservation to any in- 
ternational agreement providing for 
elimination of chemical warfare. 

The declaration, which was wholly 
“unexpected and which came at rather 
a critical moment of discussions con- 
cerning the United States’ proposal for 
complete prohibition on export of all 
gases manufactured exclusively for the 
purposes of war, helped considerably to 
clear the atmosphere. 

Each time in the discussion of the 
Burtonproposal to extend the provisions 
in the draft of a convention to prohibit 
the export of poison gases, delegates 
from a number of small non-producing 
States hastened to declare that such pro- 
vision would bring about an even greater 
state of inequality between producing 
and non-producing States than publicity 
on arms. Publicity on arms would sim- 
ply result in exposing armaments se- 
}crets, they said. Prohibition to export 
|gas would, they contended, effectively 
take this means of warfare out of the 
hands of non-producing nations while 
permitting producing nations to manu- 
|} facture at will in anticipation of war. 
| This om was first sent to a legal 
commission and by it to a special sub- 
committee which returned it to the legal 
; commission with a request for further 
instructions, The legal commission 
passed the issue finally to a general 
committee of the conference which 
promptly avoided the matter by placing 
it in the hands of a technical commis- 
|} sion of military, naval and air affairs. 
This commission tmmediately passed it 
| to & special subcommittee. 
| During the morning’s discussion, the 
| German delegate voted in favor of the 
| American proposal. Immediately a Ser- 
| bilan delegate declared that as Germany 
|had made no statement on the essen- 
| tial question—the prohibition of; chemi- 
cal warfare—or had given no solemn en- 
gagement not to wage this warfare, and 
as Germany was the greatest chemical 
producing nation, he was forced te name 
his Government as refraining from sup- 
porting the American proposal. Herr von 
Eckardt, immediately declared: 

“Germany is ready to adhere without 
| reserve to all international agreements 
providing for the elimination of chemi- 
cal warfare. By this declaration, I seek 
|at the same time to give a satisfactory 
|reply to the remark of the delegate of 
| the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes on the 
subject of a formal engagement on the 
part of Germany not to wage chemical 
warfare.”’ 

No decision by the subcommittee on 
the United States’ proposal is expected 
before tomorrow. 


KURDS KILLED TEN 
OF BRITISH COLUMN 


Attack of Tribesmen Repulsed by 
Airplane and Charges of the 
Troops on March.

BAGDAD, May 25.—Further. particy- 
lars of the attack made on the Second 
Regiment of Levy Cavalry while march- 
ing from Sulefmanie to Halebja show 
the Kurds, excited by Turkish propa- 
ganda, began the fight by desultory 
sniping on May 20. They did no dam- 
age and retired during the night. 

On the following day the column was 
| strongly attacked while passing through 
a valley three-quarters of a mile broad, 
| between high hills, which were occupied 
| by tribesmen, who retired into caves 
when airplanes came to the assistance 


of the column. 

While the advance guard was engaged 
with the enemy a strong attack was 
made on the rear guard and baggage, 
which threw the hired civilian transport 
into confusion and caused it to be 
| $tampeded. The British column com- 


mander, however, successfully reorgan- 
ized the transport and charged the en- 
/emy’s position. The enemy did not wait 
to receive the charges, but fled. These 
charges were the deciding factor of the 
|day, as the tribesmen were driven into 
|the open, where they suffered heavy 
| casualties from the aerial attack. 

Subsequently the Kurds were seen only 
on hill tops at long range ‘and the cay- 
alry drew clear of the defile without 
further trouble. 

On May 22, Halebja was reached with- 

out further opposition. On this, the first 
oceasion the Levy cavalry has been in 
|action, it displayed great steadiness and 
|gallantry. Aerial assistance was invalu- 
able. Machines which were hit repeat- 
ledly escaped without serious damage 
and inflicted over fifty casualties on the 
enemy. 
| The cavalry lost ten men killed and

Israel Zangwill, President of the 50- 
ciety, referring to n Inge’s remark 
that the Jews should build thelr holy 
city and temple in New York because 
there were enough Jews and plenty ot 
Christians there to fleece, said he had 
taken the Dean to task for a remark s0 
pecullarly dangerous at a time when 
anti-Semitism raged more _ furiously 
throughout the world than ever before. 

From a letter received from the Dean 
he gathered that at the back of the 
Dean’s mind was the conventional idea 
that the Jews could not live without 
having some Gentiles to live off. That, 
of course, was true where Jews formed 
an imperfect economic organism, but 
to make them a self-contained, economic 
organism was the very purpose of Zion- 
ism. However, the Dean had authorized 
him to tell the meeting he never 
dreamed his words would be taken seri- 
ously and to express his regret. 


PLEAD FOR BRITISH ART. 


London Patrons Urge Wealthy to 


Help Save Pictures From Americans

LONDON, May 25.—A strong plea for 
preservation of British art treasures, 


particularly from the ‘“‘ravages’’ of | 
American collectors, was made today at 
the annual meeting of the National Art 
Collections Fund. 

Sir Robert Witt, chairman, quoted 
figures showing that American public 
collections could not bear comparison 
with the great public cqllections of 
Europe but that American ‘private col- 
ne now held the first rank in the 
world. 

Of 650 Rembrandts, 120 were now In 
the United States: of known pic- 
tures by Frans Hals, fifty; of thirty- 
five Vermers, ten; and of 100 by Velas- 
quez twelve. 

Those figures were instructive as 
showing how much had gone from Eu- 
rope to America and a greater number 
went from this country. He suggested 
——— men in Britain should get out 
to make collections and repeat in the 
twentieth century what wA4s done in the 
eighteenth. . 

Another lesson from America was in 
the care of pictures. The Archbishop of 
York, referring to the passage of beau- 
tiful works to America said when re- 
cently he saw a magnificent new art 
gallery in Chicago he was reminded of 
what an eminent citizen of Chicago said, 
that, ‘‘America had no time for culture, 
but when shy had she would make cul- 
ture hum.’’™ _

he said, and he could never forget the 
effect of seeing two magnericesn Rae- 
burns in private collections in Balti- 
more. It was a beautiful collection, but 
he might be forgiven if he sald the two 
Scotsmen portrayed by the great painter 
looked like dejected and forlorn exiles.

Airship Crews Eager to Go. 


NAVAL AIR STATION, Lakehurst, 
N. J., May 25.—Officers and_ enlisted 
men of the crews of the naval dirigibles 
Los Angeles and Shenandoah were dis- 
cussing with considerable animation to- 
night the possibility of either of the 
dirigibtes being sent to the North Pole 
to search for the Amundsen polar cxt- 
pedition. The fact that no official re- 
cognition of such an exploit had come 
from Washington did not lessen the en- 
thusiasm of the men, all of whom ex- 
pressed anxiety to be members of the 
relief expedition, if one is to be sent. 


Officers at the station thought the 
trip could be made from Lakehurst, 
using the Patoka as base. 

“June is the best month of all 
such an expedition,’’ they said. ‘‘It is 
during June that weather conditions are 
best in the Arctic. 

“Either the Shenandoah or the Los 
Angeles could fly to Etah or Spitzberger, 
load up to capacity there with either 
helium or hydrogen from tanks on the 
tender and then set out for the Pole, in 
search of the Amundsen party.”’ 

Asked what the dirigible could do to 
aid the Amundsen expedition, the of- 
ficers said it could at least provide the 
six men with provisions and might even 
pick them up by flying low and dropping 
rope ladders for them to mount to the 
control car. 

Either of the dirigibles could cruise 
from 3,000 to 4,000 miles, using helium 
gas, without refueling. 


Explorers Are §till Optimistic.

solutely né@ reason for anxiety, Amund- 
sen being a man capable of surmounting 
It would 
appear that the more optimistic feeling is 
entertained by those personally ac- 
quainted with polar regions, based on 
the assumption that Amundsen made a 
safe landing from his flying boats and 
will undertake a long trek of some 400 
or more miles from the region of the 
North Pole to the nearest land, a con- 
tingency for which every preparation 
possible was made, 

Weather conditions, says a Copenhagen 
dispatch, are variously interpreted but 
seem mainly to point to the probability 


of Amundsen having succeeded in reach- 
ing the North Pole and then finding him- 
self unable to being the return flight has 
been led to descend en route to await 
clearer atmospheric conditions in North 
Spitzbergen. 

It is even suggested in Copenhagen 
that Amundsen may have landed on 
North Eastland Island, from whence he 
has been unable to establish communica- 
tion with King’s Bay 

Captain G. I. B. ‘Ellis, airman, who 
hitherto has held the world’s record for 
the nearest approach to the North Pole 
by an airplane, a feat accomplished by 
the Oxford expedition last year, today 
expressed the conviction that Amundsen 
had reached the Pole, abandoned his 
planes and was now nw, his way 
back across the ice. Captain Ellis said: 

“Amundsen is safe. I do not think he 
could ever have sériously ‘hoped to re- 
turn by air. The only real landing 
places for his flying boats are lanes 
in the ice and the gaps in the huge ice- 
field as big as streets with water in 
the bottom, and those lanes are treach- 
erous things. A shift in the wind would 
close them up in half an hour and air- 
planes would be crushed to a pulp by 
the ice. ‘ 

“Amundsen with his two planes must 
have landed his food and his scientific 
instruments and then abandoned his 
machines. At this moment he is prob- 
ably on Sa journey back 
across 500 les of dangerous ice to- 
ward Spitzbergen. 

“It is a desperate journey over moun- 
tains of ice, for there is not a square 
foot of solid land between the Pole and 
Spitzbergen and not a living soul in all 
those wastes, but there is plenty of food, 
and his party have guns with them with 
which they can kill wild things of the 
Arctic. 

“No news_I think is comparatively 
good news, If one of the machines had 
met with disaster the other would have 
returned. If they had found it impos- 
sible to land at all, they would have 
returned,

PLANS TREASURY RESERVE 


National Bloc Is Assailed by Minis- 
ter for Piling Up the Short-

PARIS, May 25.—With his monocle 
fixed firmly in his right eye, Finance 
Minister Caillaux this afternoon in a 
speech of tWo sentences introduced into 
the Chamber his bill for supplementing 
the budget and increasing the country’s 
revenue. 

One of these two sentences described 
the measure as “directed to assure com- 
plete balancing of the budget through 
raising | new resources.” Among Her- 
riot’s supporters this statement was 
greeted with a certain coldness, while 
the Communist Jean Renaud inter- 


reted the thought of the whole Cham- 

er when he interjected: ‘‘What, has 
not the budget been balanced all this 
past six months?’ 

M, Caillaux turned his crestane full on 
his critic and replied calmly, ‘No.’ 

The bill which the Finance Minister in- 
troduced asks for an increase in taxation 
of 3,500,000,000 francs. In the preamble, 
which Is clear, decisive and Yigorous, 
M. Caillaux ‘sets forth that ‘‘no sane 
finance is possible in a country which Is 
burdened by a debt if its Si agente es 
do not see to it that all public expendi- 
tures, without exception, are included in 
a single budget and entirely covered by 
revenue. 

As already nearly half the financial 
year has run, M. Caillaux finds himself 
forced to be content with 1,600,000,000 
francs new revenue for the purpose of 
balancing his 1925 expenditure, but to- 
day he gave formal notification that the 
whole 3,500,000,000 francs will be col- 
lected next year. He does not propose 
to ihecrease the income tax for the good 
reasons that the income tax has not yet 
been established on a just and extensive 
basis. His system is a general increase 
by varying percentages of st taxes 
on property, death duties and invest- 
ments. Postal and te legraph rates are 
increased and certain additional benefits 
accrue to the State from excess profits 
on gasoline and crude oil imports. 

A reform which while unlikely to yield 
much this year may be fruitful in the 


amount of petrol he. required. The’ air 
at the top of the world is very thin and 
more petrol is needed to propel an air- 
plane to the North Pole than is needed 
in other parts of the world. If he de- 
cided not to land at the Pole and then 
found on his return journey his petrol 
was failing, he would probably come 
down at Liefde Bay, which at this time 
of year would be open in places. He 
would then get to King’s Harbor by 
sledge.”’ 

Grettir Algarsson, young explorer, who 
had intended rivaling Amundsen by at- 
tempting to reach the North Pole in a 
dirigible which has been specially con- 
structed for him in Lingland is now 
hurrying preparations to help rather 
than outdo Amundsen. In an interview 
with the Daily Express he declares that 
probably one of Amundsen’s machines 
was forced to land on the ice and the 
second went to its help, wrecking botb. 
In that case he doubts whether Amunhd- 
sen carried enough supplies to reach 
Cape Columbia. 

“The most hopeful conjecture,’ said 
Algarsson, ‘‘ is that Amundsen reached 
some spot where he is safe but out of 
communication. Possibly he landed at 
the Pole and is waiting to leave again. 
This is uhlikely, judging by his pub- 
lished plans, which conte mplated a stay 
of only twenty-four hours at most. 

“What I am afraid is that one of the 
machines has got into difficultles and 
the other boat made a mistake in land- 
ing to render assistance, thereby most 
probably crashing both machines. I am 
biased against heavier than air craft as’ 
my own expedition has decided in favor 
of lighter than air machines, The land- 
ing speed of Amundsen’s class of ma- 
chines ig in the neighborhood of sixty 
miles an hour, and those most ignorant 
of Arctic conditions can appreciate 
what it means to land on rough ice at 
this speed, particularly when one takes 
into account the extreme difficulty of 
judging ice surface from the air. 

‘In the event of Amundsen’s having 
reached the pole and crashing, the 
march back to the nearest land is 
fraught with great danger. In his pub- 
lished plans it was stated Amundsen 
had thirty days’ food with him and I 
do not think at this season he can reach 
Cape Columbia in thirty days. I am 
basing my opinion on the difficulty 
Nansen had in his famous march from 
the fram. 

‘The delay of my expedition is due to 
the fact that the first gas bag con- 
structed by designers would not lift the 
necessary weight. Naturally, we are 
rushing our.preparations to the limit 
so that if necessary we can render as- 
sistance to Amundsen. If it is certain 
Amundsen is in trouble we may attempt 
to save time by flying the airship right 
up to the Arctic by way of various 
coasts instead of carrying it to Spitz- 
bergen in our ship, the Iceland. The 
race is still there, but competitors now 
are MacMillan of the American expedi- 
tion and myself of the British, and the 
stake is who shall be first to reach 
Amundsen.’ 


MACMILLAN EXPLAINS 


HIS PLAN OF SEARCH \* 


Will Visit Food Bases That 
Amundsen Might Be Ex- 
pected to Use. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PORTLAND, Me., May 25.—There is 
no reason for believing, as yet, that 
Roald Amundsen is lost simply because 
he has not been heard from, declared 
Lieut. Commander Donald B. MacMil- 
lan, the Arctic explorer, today. ,Accord- 
ing to MacMillan, the discoverer of the 
South Pole still has a good chance of 
coming through in safety, although it 
may be weeks and even months before 
he is heard from. MacMillan said that 
if conditions in the vicinity of the North 
Pole were unfavorable for making ob- 
servations, Amundsen would undoubtedly 
want to remain until he could get the 
position of the sun. If he found land 
on his journey, he might be delaying his 
return to explore it to some extent. 

The MacMillan expedition leaves Wls- 
casset on June 20, and if there is still 
no news from Amundsen by the time 
the expedition reaches the Arctic region, 
MacMillan’s first object will be to go 
to the relief of the South Pole discoverer. 

Amundsen’s plans, according to pub- 
lished reports, MacMillan explained to- 
day, were, in case of accident, to re- 
treat toward Cape Columbia. Here Mac- 
Millan deposited a cache of food at 
Ward Hunt Island, Cape Columbia, on 
the Peary North Pole expedition in 1909, 
This is 413 miles from the North Pole. 

If Amundsen finds the cache, which he 
undoubtedly would, it. would give him 
a two weeks’ supply of food with which 
he could continue his trip to Fort Con- 
ger, at Lady Franklin Bay, ninety 
miles away. The old bulldings of the 
Greely expedition still remain there, and 

ere Amundsen would find an ample 
supply of food in the shape of musk 
oxen, ducks and other animals and 
birds. There is also an abundance of 
coal which could be used for fuel. 

If, upon arriving at Etah, MacMillan 
finds that nothing has been heard from 
Amundsen, he will immediately go to 
Lady Franklin Ba: by airship, only two 
hours’ run, and if he is not there will 
continue on to Cape ante and

In one of the few passages in which he 
allowed himself the pleasure of criticiz- 
ing his former antagonists, the Na- 
tional Bloc, he condemned bitterly the 
policy which permited the accumulation 
of these short term engagements with- } 
out precautions against reimbursement. 
He said nothing had been done to pro- 
vide a sinking fund and announced that 
the Government would shortly ask pas- 
sage of a bill which would place at. the 
disposal of the Treasury the sums nec- 
essary to meet any temporary shortage | 
caused by reimbursement of the bonds.

TRUST AMUNDSEN’S SKILL. 


Philadelphia Scientists Say There Is | 
No Reason to Fear for His Safety. | 


Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 25.—Amunéd- 
sen’s chances of coming out of the polar} 
regions alive are good, even should his} 


planes be wrecked and his food supply | 
fail. That is the opinion of scientists | 
here and of officers of the Philadelphia 
Geographical Society, who believe the| 
explorer is experienced enough to reckon | 
ith the possible mishaps that might} 
befall him. | 

“It is a little premature to say just 
what the fate of Amundsen probably 
will be,’’ Henry G. Bryant, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Geographical Society, said 
today. ‘‘I think we should give the man 
a little leeway before we become 
alarmed about his fate. His chances 
in the north polar regions are} 
good. He got through the South Pole 
region, and that is worse than the sec- 
tion he is exploring now. He will be 
able to subsist on fish if his food supply 
gives out. His experience with the con- 
ditions he is likely to meet is wide, and 
a surely has taken enough food to last 
ong. 

“The flight will be a feather in the 
cap of aviation, but what it will con- 
tribute to science is somewhat vague. 
If the party was stopping at various 
points it could take soundings and do 
other work the results of which would 
be most valuable additions to the knowl- 
edge of that part of the globe. One of 
the most important things the party 
could determine would be whether that 
northern basin is deep or shallow. The 
present assumption is that it is shal- 
low.”’ 

Dr. Monroe B, Snyder said it was al- 
most impossible to divine the weather 
conditions facing Amundsen. Weather 
conditions, he added, would play a large 
part in the success or failure of the ex- 
pedition. 

‘“‘Personally I think all thoughtful per- 
sons, especially thuse versed in science, 
feel that the whole proposition is some- 
what foolhardy,’’ Dr. Snyder added. 

“There ig no need for great anxiety 
over the fate of this expedition,’’ Dr. 
Paul J. Sartain, enother officer of the 
Geographical Soclety, sald, ‘‘Amundsen 
is too efficient and careful a man to 
start out on such a journey without 
being prepared for the worst. 

“‘A matter of seventy-two hours in an 
exploration expedition is nothing. We 
may not hear from him for lon er 
stretches of time, but his perishing 
want of food and water is possible but 
not probable.”’

ROME, May 25.—Premier Mussolini, 
who left Rome suddenly and secretly, is 
at Gardone, where, it is announced, he 
will be the guest of d’Annunzio for a 
few days. Though the reason given for 
the journey is that the Premier person- 
nally wishes to take over the villa 
which the poet presented to the nation, 
the news of his visit created something 


of a flurry in political cireles where 
d’Annunzio hitherto is credited with re- 
garding the Fasctst movement with 
scant favor. 

D'Annunzio, in fact, immediately after 
the conclusion of his Fiume adventure, 
retired into voluntary seclusion at 
Gardone, refusing to have anything to 
do ‘with the governments which suc- 
ceeded each other in power since then.

$70,000 MORE INVESTED 
IN BROADWAY TEMPLE 


Dr. Reisner Sells Large Blocks of 
Bonds at-a Luncheon to Fifty 
Prominent Methodists. 


The Rev. Dr. Christian F. Reisner, 
pastor of the Chelsea Methodist Church, 
178th Street and Fort Washington Ave- 
nue, obtained $70,000 yesterday of the 


$300,000 he needed to claim the $250,000 
which John D. Rockefeller Jr. will in- 
vest In the proposed $4,000,000 Broadway 
Temple to go up on Washington Heights. 
The remaining $230,000 must be raised 
by June 1 next. Dr, Reisner now has 
$1,770,000 and he is required to have 

2,000,000 worth of bonds sold to claim 
the Rockefeller inyestment. 

Dr. Reisner sold the $70,000 worth of 
bonds in blocks of $500 to $10,000 at a 
luncheon given at the Bankers’ Club, 120 
Broadway, to fifty prominent Methodist 
laymen. Bishop Luther B. Wilson, res- 
ident Methodist Bishop in New York, 
was the host. 

The presiding officer was General 
Samuel McRoberts, Chairman of the 
Board of the Chatham and Phenix Na- 
tional Bank, and he subscribed $10,000. 
He had already invested heavily. Others 
who invested $10,000 were Arthur J. 
Baldwin, Walter R. Comfort and R. W. 
Gwinn. There was one subscription for 
$5,000. Bishop Edgar Blake of Paris, 
through Dr. Reisner, invested $500 in 
addition to a former subscription. 

The speakers all took for their topic 
“What Shall We Do to Help?’’ Bishop 
Wilson warmly endorsed the temple 
project and praised Dr. Reisner for his 
vision, courage and unceasing labors. 

Dr. Reisner pleaded for support by 
every Methodist minister and laymen In 
New York and vicinity. ‘‘We have to 
throw ourselves upon the city to raise 
the balance in order to claim Mr. 
Rockefeller’s magnificent offer,’ he 
added. 

“The other day Mr. Rockeféller spent 
two hours looking at our plans. Then 
he came back bringing Dr. Harry Emer- 
son Fosdick with him, and they spent} 
two hours and a half studying them. 
Dr. Reisner recalled that Dr. Fosdick 
had made it one of the conditions of 
considering the pastorate of the Park 
Avenue Baptist Church that the congre- 
gation would build a great temple near 
Columbia University, similar to the 
Broadway Temple. - 

Dr. Reisner quoted the Right Rev. 
Arthur S. Lloyd, suffragan bishop of 
the Episcopal Diocese of New York, in 
saying that if people knew about the 
project they would invest in the bonds. 

A committee was appointed to com- 
municate with other laymen and urge 
them to join in the final drive. Its 
membership consists of: Senator Royal 
S. Copeland, who is an officer in St.

278-KILLED, 526 HURT 
IN JAPANESE QUAKE 


100,000,000 Yen Loss Includes 
2,768 Houses—127 Bodies 
Found in Kinosaki.

KINOSAKI, May 25.—The damage 
caused by Saturday’s earthquake was 
confined within sharply marked areas. 
Although the shock was felt strongly 
100 miles from here, there are no signs 
of damage ten miles from the town. 
Out of the 2,000 houses whereof the 
town consisted, only one stone building 


| remains. 


So far 127 charred bodies have been 
recovered, 

This attractive hot springs resort con- 
sisted principally of one very long and | 
very narrow street, lined with shops, | 
between the river and the precipitous 
hillside. The houses fell into the street | 
pinning down the people who ran out. | 
Other persons who began to climb the} 
hillside, but were unable to reach the 
summit, later fell victims to the whirl- 
winds of flames which ignited the trees. 

Of the six bath houses four collapsed 
and everybody who was bathing at the 
time was killed. 

The greatest difficulty is being expe- 
rienced in ascertaining the number of 
casualties owing to the large number of 
strangers who were visiting the place 
for the cure. 

Already rebuilding has begun. Beauti- 
ful weather is lightening the hardships 
of the refugees. Most of the refugees 
are in a camp, and some are in boats. 

Firemen and 500 sailors from the 
Maizuru dockyard are clearing up the 
wreckage and collecting the _ bodies. 
Many of the injured were taken to the 
Toy-Oka Hospital, which escaped the 
flames, although half of Toy-Oka was 
burned, 

Kumihama village, with 300 inhabi- 
tants was almost burned out and then 
finished off by a tidal wave. 

OSAKA, May 25 ().—An official Pre- 
fectural report today from Toyo-Oka, 
Kinosaki and Minato villages shows that 
278 persons were killed and 96 injured 
as a result of earthquake afid fire on 
Saturday. The same report shows that 
444 houses collapsed as a result of the 
earthquake and 2,324 houses were de-

The property damage now is estimated

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., May 25.—, 
The ocean of water that pours down 
from Lake Erie over the falls of 
Niagara was illuminated tonight by 
electric light . of 1,300,000,000 candle 
power, generated by its own power. It 
made a picture that will linger in the 
memory of the thousands who looked 
upon the spectacle of the tumbling 
waters illuminated by the most powerful 
lights ever directed on a river. 

On top of an old spillway in Victoria 
Park on the Canadian side, midway be- 
tween the Horseshoe and the American 
Falls, a battery of twenty-four 36-inch 
Ryan scintillators had been placed, un- 
der the direction of W. D’Arcy_ Ryan, 
illuminating engineer of the General 
Electric Company. When night settled 
the lights were turned on.

Conversion of the bridle path along 
Riverside Drive, from Seventy-second 
Street to 116th Street, into a playground 
for children is suggested in a movement 
endorsed yesterday by the Women's 
League for the Protection of Riverside 
Park, of which Mrs. John Clapperton 
Kerr is President. 

The sponsors of fhe project state that 
with the congestion of wheeled traffic 
on Riverside Drive the bridle path is 
seldom used by equestrians and the few 
who use it could easily ride in Central 
Park instead. Thousands of children 
living on the Drive and adjacent streets 
have no safe place to play, it is argued, 
and the long stretch of graveled bridle 
path would make a fine playground, 

The idea is advanced that the bridle 
path, which is seventy-five feet wide in 
places, could be inclosed with a low 
vine-covered fence to protect the children 
from traffic. The row of shade trees 
between the north and south bound 
bridle paths would provide mothers with 
a comfortable place to sit and watch 
their children at play. é 

Another plea for playgrounds is made 
by the Children‘s Aid Society. This or- 
ganization will begin a drive for a play- 
ground equipment fund on June 1. In- 
atead of asking for cash, the managers 
of the campaign have made arrange- 
ments to have coupons issued by the 
United Cigar and Happiness Candy 
Stores redeemed in cash. The public is 
asked to send in these coupons to the or- 
ganization when the drive ‘begins. 

In addition, there will be installed in 
the stores of these concerns receptacles 
in which buyers are asked to deposit 
their coupons. The society will collect 
them and use them to buy playground 
equipment. The organization expects to 
realize $30,000 by this means. Jackie 
Coogan will participate in the opening 
of the drive.

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SHOCK KILLS FATHER 
OF VICTIM OF GAS 


Man Collapses as He Sees Pros- 
trate Form of Daughter in 
Fume-Filled Room. 


DOG AWAKENS FAMILY 


Woman Believed to Have Fainted 
Near Open Jet In Washington 
Square Home. 


Overcome by the shock of finding his 
daughter lying on the floor of the gas- 
filled kitchen in their apartment at 27 
Washington Square North, John Angus 
Kerr, former treasurer of the Ledoux 
Laboratories, 99 John Street, collapsed 
and died yesterday morning before he 
could reach the gas jet and perhaps 
eave her life. The daughter, Mrs. 
Madeline Secec, was dead when her 
husband reached her side, Mr. Kerr 
was 68 years old. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kerr, their daughter 
and son-in-law, Alexander Secec, occu- 
pied an apartment on the ground floor 
of the Washington Square apartment 
house. According to Mr. Secec his wife 
had been subject to fainting spells 
lately. It is believed that she got up 
at about 8 o'clock yesterday morning 
to prepare breakfast, while the rest of 
the family was in bed. She turned on 
the gas, it is thought, and was reach- 
‘ng for a match to light the jet when 
she was taken with one of the spells 
and fell to the floor in front of the 
stove before she could strike a match. 

Lulu, a French poodle dog, which had 
followed Mrs. Secec to the kitchen, be- 
came uneasy at the stillness of her 
mistress and ran to the room of Mr. 
Kerr. Leaping upon the bed, the dog 
began to pull at the covers. 
aroused the father and as he got up 
the animal began to yelp. Mr. Kerr 


started for the kitchen, saw the still 
form ‘of his daughter and collapsed on 
the floor. 

Secec, aroused by the barking of the 
dog, came into the hall from his room 


a few minutes later and at once turned | 


off the gas and opened the 
windows. He then rushed 
the apartment of Dr. Thomas Darling- 
ton, former Health Commissioner. Dr. 
Damington applied first aid without suc- 
Mrs. Secec had died from _ the 
effects of the gas and her father from 
a heart attack brought on by shock. 

Mr. Kerr was a native of Scotland 
and had lived in this country for many 
years. Until he gave up active busi- 
ness a few years ago, he was treasurer 
of the Ledoux company, chemists and 
assayers on a large scale.

BRIAND’S REPLY TODAY 


Members Will Discuss Tomorrow 
the Government’s Attitude To- 
ward France’s Note to Germany.

| -LONDON, May 25.—Foreign Minister 
Briand’s reply to supplementary ques- 
tions put to him by Austen Chamberlain 
on the subject of the proposed note te 
Germany with regard ‘to the proposed 
guarantee compact to cover the Rhine 
will be in the hands of members of the 
Cabinet tomorrow. It is understood the 
question of the Government's attitude to- 
ward the French note will be discussed 
by the Cabinet Thursday. 

‘The French reply may be summarized 
as follows,’’ says the London Times: 
“The French Government desires to be 
able to say that the note, although com- 
ing officially from the Quai D'Orsay, 
only represents the unanimous view of 
the Allied Governments, but M. Briand 
clings to the original -contention that 
the pact, being merely an amplification 
of clauses of the Treaty of Versailles, 
dealing with demilitarization, cannot be 
allowed to infringe directly or by | 
implication on any of the political or ter- 
ritorial rights established by that treaty 


on any of the frontiers of Germany. 

“The French Government cannot agree | 

to a pact in any way reducing France’s | 

right under the treaty to defend the sta- 

tus quo. It cannot allow the Rhine to 

become at some jJater date under the | 

pact a barrier which would prevent 

France from going to the aid of her 

allies in Eastern Europe. If, as the Ger- 

| man Government has suggested, new ar- 





bitration treaties are concluded between 
Germany and neighboring States, these | 
treaties must be entirely in harmony 
with the Treaty of Versailles and must | 
be placed under the protection of its | 
signatories as members of the League 
of Nations, to which Germany must also 
belong. 

‘The issue before the Cabinet is much 
wider than a mere question of the atti- 
tude to be adopted toward the French 
note. The political situation in Europe | 
is developing in a manner which makes 
it imperative to arrive at a clear deci- 
| sion on the principles by which British | 

foreign policy is to be guided during the | 
eventful months to come. Not only must | 
the question of a guarantee pact be de- 
cided, but also that of the Geneva proto- | 
col, which, from all indications, is not 
considered dead by certain Continental | 
States. | 

“Mr. Chamberlain has communicated | 
to the Cabinet a memorandum on the | 
subject of the guarantee pact proposal | 
in which the whole problem of foreign | 
policy clearly is set out.’’ 
| The Westminster Gazette says that M. 
| Briand’s reply unmistakably reveals the | 
|fact that French policy on security and 
| German disarmament is as remote from 
the British policy as the French atti-

ish attitude in the days of Poincaré.

Unanimously Chosen by Brook- 
lyn Club Stockholders to Suc- 
ceed the Late C. H. Ebbets. 


ALSO TO REMAIN MANAGER 


Makes, Wheat His Assistant and 
Names Fournier Captain— 
Heydier Lauds Selection. 


Uncle Robbie reached out and an- 
nexed another title yesterday. Eleven 
years manager of the Brooklyn ball 
team and uncle of all Flatbush fandom, 
he is now Wilbert Robinson, President— 
successor to the late Charles H. Eb- 
bets and head of one of the biggest and 
most prosperous properties in baseball. 


His unanimous election as President of | BO8ton 


the club took place at Ebbets Field yes- 
terday morning at a meeting of the 
stockholders. ith due solemnity the 
man who was a two-fisted catcher on 
the Baltimore Oriojes thirty years ago 
was ushered into the ranks of the mag- 
nates. Excepting Cariety Mathewson 
and Clark Griffith, Robbie is the only 
club president who gained his qualifi- 
cations by taking the full course of hard 
knocks in the school of baseball’ ex- 
perience. 

As a team-mate of John McGraw’s on 
the famous Orioles Robbie was a power- 
ful hitter, an excellent base stealer and 
@ fine catcher. He is the only man in 
the game who ever made seven hits, 
consecutive or otherwise, in one game. 
He has been through the mill and 
knows every rope—as fayer, coach, 
manager and now magnate. 

And he is still a manager. A new 
field leader may be named next season, 
but for the present Uncle Wilbert will 
carry on in the dugout as well as in 
the business santum sanctorum. It had 
been reported that Zach Wheat would 
take over the reins immediately, but the 
Brooklyn fans can rest easy for the 
present. 

Robinson's election represents a com- 
oy between the Ebbets and Mc- 
Keever Interests. At an earlier meet- 
ing Stephen W. McKeever, who owns 
25 per cent. of the stock, balked at 
pe fon 3 the portly manager, g@eking the 
office himself. Robbie was backed by 
the Ebbetg estate, which hol h0 per 
eent., and by Mrs. Edward J. 4{eKeever, 
widow of the late Vice President of the 
club, whose death followed closely on 
that of Mr. Ebbets. Mrs. McKeever 
also owns a quarter of the stock. 


Choice Is Unanimous. 


Yesterday Steve McKeever was won 
®ver to Robinson's side and the election 
Was made unanimous. McKeever was 
chosen Vice President and Treasurer, 
and Joseph A. Gilleaudeau, son-in-law 
of Mr, Ebbets, secretary. 

Robbie was born in Hudson, Mass., 
about sixty years ago. When he was 
thirteen years old he was manager of an 
amateur team. The youthful Napoleon 
hired a horse and wagon, drove it him- 

lf and thus conveyed his team from 

udson to Bedford for his first match 


chme. : 
om that modest beginning he 
branched into professional ball in 1885, 
with the Haverhill (Mass.) team of the 
old New England League. John K. 
Tener, later Governor of Pennsylvania 
and President of the National League, 
Was a team-mate. In 1886 Robbie was 
s0ld to the Philadelphia Athletics of the 
old American Association, and in 1891 
he joined the Baltimore Orioles. 

Here came his greatest playing days. 
On the Orioles was a little third base- 
man named John McGraw; a red-headed 
shortstop of the name of Hugh Jen- 
nings; an outfielder who answered to the 
cognomen of Willie Keeler; another out- 
fielder, one Joe Kelley. 

When the National League abandoned 
Baltimore Robbie went to St. Louis, but 
in 1901 and 1902 he was back in Balti- 
more as a catcher on the infant Amer!l- 
can League team of that city. The new 
league then switched the Baltimore fran- 
chise, but Robbie stuck to his old love 
and became connected with the Balti- 
more outfit of the Eastern League (now 
the International). 

In 1911 McGraw summoned his old 
colleague to the Giants as coach, a po- 
sition which he filled with great results 
in 1911, 1912 and 1913. As coach of 
pitchers he had marked success. ; 


Became Manager in 19138. 


However, in November, 1913, he was 
offered the managership of the Robins 
(then the Dodgers and Superbas) and 
McGraw let Robinson go to accept this 
pespeees. His first season across the 
ridge was 1914. In 1916 he won a pen- 
Mant. In 1920 he won another. Last 
year he was a nail’s breadth away. 

Last Winter the Brooklyn idol was 
taken seriously ill with pleurisy and 
underwent two operations in a Baltimore 
hospital. After a long confinement he 
took charge of the Robins at Clearwater, 
Fla., but was still too weak to do any 
active work. 

Robbie’s promotion was hailed yester- 
day with great satisfaction, especially 
by the “practical’’ men of baseball. 
President John A. Heydler’s comment 
was as follows: 

‘The election of Robinson to be Presi- 
dent of the Brooklyn club is a tribute to 
@ man who won his way up from the 
ranks of the game. It will not only be 
well received In Brooklyn, where Robbie 
is loved by everybody, and among the 
players and fans, but it will be well 
received among baséball men generally, 
1 am sure. 

‘Robinson {s one of the fine characters 
of the game. He invested his money in 
Baltimore of the American League back 
in 1901 and was part owner of that club. 
He was coach for McGraw's ants. 
Then he served twelve years as man- 
ager of the Brooklyn club, showing rare 
executive ability, winning two pennants 
with ordinary teams and coming within 
one game of a third flag. 

“It will be seen that Robinson's record 
{fs one that entitles him to anything in 
the gift of baseball.

COACH MILLER OUT, 
HAINES TAKES HOLD 


Sudden Resignation of Rice’s 
Successor at Columbia Sur- 
prises Crew Followers. 


STATEMENT BY COMMITTEE 


M. |. T. Mentor to Begin Training 
Blue and White June 1 for 
Poughkeepsie Races. 


Fred Miller, head coach of the 
Columbia crews for two years, resigned 
his position yesterday and will be suc- 
ceeded by William D. (Bill) Haines, 
Massachusetts Tech head coach, on 
June 1, the day following the American 
Henley at Philadelphia, in which the 
Blue and White 150-pound boat is 


entered. 

The following statement of Miller's 
resignation and of the acceptance of 
Haines was issued late yesterday after- 
noon by Maxwell Stevenson, Chairman 
of the Columbia Committee on Rowing: 

As the Columbia crews have not 
met with the success expected it has 
been arranged, by mutual agreement, 
that Mr. Miller will relinquish coach- 
ing for the rest of the year. Mr. 
Haines has been engaged to finish 
out the season as coach. He will 


be available for the work, as_ the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology varsity finished its racing 
schedule a week ago Saturday. Mr. 
Haines will take charge immediately 
after May 30. 

We wish to state that Mr. Miller 
has been most faithful in his work 
with the Columbia crew and has co- 
operated in every way for the best 
interests of the crew. 


It was expected by crew followers at 
Columbia that Miller would resign after 
the Poughkeepsie regatta on June 22, 
but few were prepared for his resignation 
at this time. Even The Columbia Specta- 
tor, the college daily, did nog sense the 
impending change, for in .ifts editorial 
columns yesterday it stated that 
“criticiam of the crew régime at this 
time, with the most tmportant race 
of the season still to be rowed, would 
be neither helpful nor in good taste. 
Spectator assumes that the Rowing 
Committee is fully capable of solving 
the problem which confronts it.’’ 

Miller made his Gébut as the Lions’ 
head coach on Nov, 14, 1923, succeeding 
the veteran James C. Rice, In its last 
six races the Blue and White finished 
last in five. After a season of losses 
last year Miller was given another peers 
contract in the hope that he would turn 
out improved crews. But this year 
Columbia has_ slipped further to the 
‘rear among college crews. 

In the first race this season Miller’s 
navy trailed the eights of Yale and 
Pennsylvania. Confidence in the suc- 
cessor of Rice began to waver at that 
time, but there were still hopes that 
Columbia would take a brace and give 
the M. I. T. yarsity a hard tussle on 
the Harlem two weeks ago. But again 
Columbia rowed to defeat when Tech 
won in the varsity event and Syracuse 
in the junior varsity race. The climax 
came last Saturday when the Columbia 
varsity, junior varsity and freshman 
boats finished poor thirds to the eights

THE RIGHT TO PUBLISH A PUBLIC 


DOCUMENT. 
Few can have been surprised at the 


decision of the Supreme Court uphold- | 


ing the right of the newspapers to 
publish payments of income taxes 
after they had been made public by 
the collectors of internal revenue. All 
the cases had been decided by the 
lower courts against the contention of 
the Government. It is true that there 
were some ambiguities and one seem- 
ing contradiction in the statute relat- 
ing to publicity of income tax pay- 
ments, But the intent of Congress | 
seemed clear. It positively directed 
collectors of internal revenue to post 
the lists in a place accessible to the 
public. If this did not make them a 
public document, it is hard to conceive 
what could. The newspapers. simply | 
printed what every interested person

AMUNDSEN could not 
afford to spend a gallon of oil in look- 
ing for the land supposed to exist 
somewhere between the Pole 
Alaska. But it might be his plan to 
make a march for a few days away 
from the Pole and in the direction of 
Alaska to discover the fringe of the 
‘* unknown land,’’ leaving his planes 
in camp ’* and ready to fly back to 
Spitzbergen when he returned from 
his reconroissance.

IMPORTS OF RUBBER. 
English statesmen have plaintively 
lasked, the British Ambassador asked 
only last week, how the United 
| States could expect the British debt to 
lus to be paid if we did not facilitate 
|the import of British goods. One an- 
*swer to that question has just been 
| furnished by the Department of Com- 
;merce. It has been for some time 
making an expert study of the 
| Srowth, supply, importation and prices 
of crude rubber. The results are now 
| published, and dhéw that Great Britain 
controls rubber plantations in the 
| East Indies the product of which will 


|alone be sufficient to pay off her war 
| debt to this country. We have to buy 
|abroad the raw rubber of which we 
consume more than any ofher nation. 
The price has rapidly been pushed up 
|in recent months, owing partly to a 
|scheme to limit production which has 
|been put into effect by the British 
| Colonial Office. Exports of rubber to 


| 


|the United States amounted to $185,- 
| 000,000 during 1924, and if the prices 
| remain where they now are the same 
amount of material will cost us $400, - 
000,000 in 1925. 

In referring to the threatened scar- 
| city of rubber, with its rising prices, 


the Secretary of Commerce points to 








ithe need of stimulating competitive 
production “in other tropical areas.’’ 
What these are Mr. Hoover does not 
specify. Doubtless he has in mind 
the Philippine Islands. Several of 
| them are reported by American ex- 
perts to be admirably fitted for rubber 
culture. What is first needed is the 
organization of developing companies 
with large capital behind them. But 
American capital is not in these days 
flowing freely for investment in the 
Philippines. The reasons are well 
known. Political uncertainties and the 
| lack of efficient guarantees of a stable 
Government do not tempt capital. 
The situation respecting our supply of 
rubber is thus only one more argu- 
ment for the need of taking steps to 
assure in the Philippines a régime 
| under which the resources of the 
islands can be enlarged and utilized in 
a way to benefit all. 








WANTED: A CHARTER FOR 
BUSINESS. 

In the June Scribner’s Senator 
Bruce of Maryland reviews with great 
learning the ‘ strides of Federal au- 
thority.’’ He begins with the Virginia 
and the New Jersey plans of 1787 and 
comes down to the prohibition amend- 
ment. But he fails to note clearly the 
factor which has made our “ recent 
strides ’’ so great. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has largely taken over the 
regulation of our affairs because, in 
point of fact, our affairs have so 
largely ceased to be local and become 
national. Thus the prohibitionists, to 
| give the Puritan his due, sought their 
| remedy through long years of strife in 
the several States, and were defeated 
by the fact that commerce in intoxi- 
cants is interstate. It is not so much 
a constitutional theory that confronts 
us as a condition which has been 
transformed. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, established in 1887, was and is 
abominated only less cordially than 
the abuses it was framed to remedy. 
Yet it is the great prototype of an 
institution—the administrative tribu- 
nal—which has transformed our ac- 
tual Constitution—adding, as Jupson 
has latterly said, a fourth ‘‘ depart- 
| mer: of government ’’ to legislature, 
executive and judiciary. As early as 
1880 Viscount GoscHEN diagnosed the 
new development in an address, on 
| ‘* Laissez Faire and Government In- 
terference.’’ In 1900 Professor Guip- 
pincs defended the new order against 
the ‘‘ constitutional ’’ doctrine of 
WILLIAM GRAHAM! SUMNER. But it 
remained for Professor Roscoz Pounp, 
|in 1919, to write most luminously of 
‘“‘The Administrative Application of 
Legal Standards,” deprecating the 
common cry that ‘* government by 
commission ’’ foreshadows ‘“‘a deca- 
dence of constitutional government ’’ 
j}and ‘‘ a decline in liberty.’’ Rather, he 
| urges ‘‘ a greater reliance upon stand- 
‘“‘ ards and less upon rules; more at- 
‘tention to the application of legal 
‘* standards and less to their abstract 
be content.’’ In the world of affairs 
| today “the exigencies of economic 
‘life call for swift-moving, preven- 
** tive justice.’’ The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has steadily ex- 
tended and consolidated its - powers. 
The Federal Trade Commission has a 
| record of blundering futility; but if 
instead of speeding its reformation we 
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to the Constitution, but rather retrace 
a step which, however halting, led 
forward to it. 

Business is progressively integrat- 
ing into units more vast and more 
powerful than some of our “ sover- 
eign ’’ States. The railways, the steel 
and other companies and literally 
thousands of trade associations exist 
without the law—exéept as they come 
|in for blindly repressive measures. 
Surely the fathers would have ex- 
tended to them also the right of free- 
dom, of self-government.

|utes of the society recorded the fact 
that “ Mr. Burke held that a@ con- 
fined ridicule might be used. ’’ It 
certainly might be in the case of the 
latest Hearstian blandishments ad- 
dressed to Governor SMITH in the 
interest of Mayor HyLan. There is a 
United States Senator to be elected 
fnext year from New York. Also a 
Governor. Also in 1928 a President of 
the United States. All these officers 
could easily be Democrats if only there 
| were perfect harmony in the party in 
this city. Let Mr. HYLan be elected 
in one grand burst of brotherly love, 
and all the rest could follow. It is 
a lovely bribe to offer Governor 
SMITH. 

It would be just like him, however, 
to laugh at it. No one can know 
better than he what value to attach 
to this sudden offer of support. .After 
having been attacked and vilified so 
long by the Hearst newspapers, he 
can hardly figure himself as becoming 
their hero. He would know, as would 
everybody else, that if they stayed 
their hand against him it would be 
only till after the Mayoralty election. 
| So if he takes any notice at all of this 
magnanimous gesture of his invet- 
erate enemy, it will probably be only 
to treat it with ridicule not too con- 
fined.. And this move of desperation 
must awaken in the heart of Tam- 
many a joy that is unconfined.

If we venerate questionnaire, we 
adore a referendum. A momentous 
one is going on this week under the 
auspices of the United Restaurant 
Owners’ Association. These gentle- 
men have nominatc. a _ ticket of 
twenty-four dishes. ‘“ Vote for your 
favorite dish! ’’ the ballot commands. 
The independent voter is at a disad- 
vantage, as usual. If he doesn’t find 
the name of his best-beloved cate on 
the official list, he can write it in. 
What chance will he have against the 
On the whole, it is’ a bour- 
geois list, though steaks and chops, 
not long ago regarded as the main 
fuel of American energy, are absent, 
perhaps on account of the price. Filet 
mignon is the chief reminder of the 
days when people ate for pleasure, not 
for vitamins. In many respects it is a 
“ well-balanced " ticket. Thus Ham- 
burger steak, which is easy, is cor- 
rected by boiled shad, which is 
laborious. 

It is pleasant to know that filet of 
sole retains its wonted honors. There 
is something characteristically engag- 
ing and American about this. What 
true American wouldn’t despise it if 
it dared to show itself as filet of 
flounder? Then there is broiled hali- 
but, that conscientious, solid, respec- 
table, sea-born treasure with all the 
virtues except taste. There is chicken 
salad, presumably for the ladies. No 
pie, the nurse of statesmen. No 
cake. No ice cream, perhaps taken 
for granted and out of the competition. 
Leg of lamb, roast beef, roast pork 
are life-members éf the house of solid 
food, Tongue and spinach reminds us 
somehow of NEBUCHADNEZZAR, doubt- 
less because so much spinach carries 
a,faint memory of hay. Incidentally, 
why do the Dutch eat eggs and spin- 
ach, gingerbread and cheese, for 
breakfast? But what in the ticket 
looks kindest to the tolerant and un- 
snobbish palate? We vote for beef A 
la mode, lamb stew, pot roast, beef 
stew, corned beef and cabbage, corned 
beef hash. 

We mustn't look in these gilded re- 
fectories for “ heef and ’’ and “ ham 
and,’’ once the sustenance of millions, 
the glory of OniverR HITCHCOCK’s and 
DoLaN’s, of JOHNNY MEEHAN and 
“Handsome Harrr,’’ the pride of 
Park Row. Though many doctors are 
Pythagoreans, successors, if too few, 
of those {!mmortal artists still serve 
the Boston berry with its companion 
Slabs of beef or ham and those hot 
“ sinkers,’’ of which only strong 
men are worthy. Chicken fricassee 
is on the regular ticket. What has 
become of chicken & la Maryland? 
But these are frivolities unfit for the 
tonsideration of a refgrendum, which 
is likewise to be “survey ” of 
1,000,000 stomachs.

The only formal action to my knowl- 
edge which has been taken about the 
conduct of these alumni class dinners 
originated from the alumni themselves.

This action was transmitted 
to the corporation of the university, 
which endorsed the action, and request- 
ed the reunion class committees to sub- 
mit the action to individual members of 
the reunion classes and urge upon them 
thelr support and cooperation.: Later on 
the resolution of the class reunion com- 
mittees was approved by the Alumni Ad- 
visory Board, an organization which 
represents the various alumni clubs 
throughout the country.

ITH the opening of the new addition to the Wana-

and other Asiatics who have served in

Associate Justice Butler. Chief Justice 
Taft formally dissented.

Here again, during the 
naming ceremony, the Prince said a few 
words in the Afrikaan tongue at the 
close of his address and shook hands 
till his left hand ached. Conspicuous 
mmong those eager to grasp his hand 
were the wives and daughters of the 
men present. 

The mayoral welcome was submitted 
@s an outward sign “of our oneness 
with Great Britain and the other 
Dominions under the beneficent sway 
of the wise rule of your royal father.’”’ 

During the morning the royal train 
traversed the high tablelands of Spring- 
fontein and the illimitable bronze-gréen 
veld around Edenburg, this part of the 
Free State being almost treeless prairie 
land. The Prince turned out at 7 o'clock 
to shoot guinea fowl at the foot of the 
popes in the neighborhood of Knapsack 

iver 

The village of Bleemfontein, founded 
jn the open plain by voortrekkers on an 
exodus from the Cape Colony, has de- 
veloped into a dignified central city of 
regular tree lined avenues. It is a wind- 
swept place, exaiareting 6 in the ex- 
treme, and its citizens claim it ts worth 
while going to Bloemfontein just to 
breathe its air. 

It is worthy of note that the com- 
mando which escorted the Prince today 
had been drawn from every district of 
the Province and all were reluctant to 
be thrust into the background. It was 
composed almost entirely of men who 
themselves, or whose fathers, had fought 
against the British in South African 
campaigns, and some, like their leaders, 
had joined the De Wet revolt in 1914, 

The Prince took these men by storm 
because he rode with them, addressed 
them in thefr own tongue and spoke to 
@s many as humanly possible. His bear- 
ing and conduct will be speedily known 
to every Dutch-speaking family in the 
province and every man of the com- 
mando will have nothing but good to say 
of the Prince. 


Ponies Match Train’s Speed. 


EDENBURG, South Africa, May 25 
(®).—The> Prince of Wales, whose royal 
train stopped in the open veldt country | 
today for the Prince and his staff to 
hunt, saw a spectacular exhibition of 


South African horsemanship after his 
train left here. 

The local commando of forty _horse- 
men arr ed a five and a half mile 
race acr the veldt and as the train 
left the town the commando streaked 
gwlong with it, the pomles having the 
stamina and speed of Arab horses, and 
their riders the ability of Western cow- 
boys. At the end of the race the Prince 
stopped the train and congratulated all 
the men. 


FALLS UNDER CARS, UNHURT 


Girl’s Plunge to Tracks Gives Sub- 
way Attaches a Scare. 


Four cars of an Interborough Subway 
train passed over Miss Yetta Traub at 
the Nevins Street Station in Brooklyn 
yesterday without injuring her. The 
train crew and policemen from the Ber- 
gen Street Precinct who crawled/under 
the cars in the belief that they would 
find only her mangled body were 
greeted instead with a reassuring: ‘I’m 
not hurt.” 

Miss Traub, who is 22 years old, lives 
at 2,130 South Sixth Street, Philadel- 
phia.

ARGENTINE’S CHOICE 
COSTS HER $450,000 


Accepts Low Bid for $45,000,- 
000 Loan to Give Preference 
to Banking Group. 


PUBLIC OFFERING SOON 


J. P. Morgan & Co. and the Na- 
tlonal City Company to Mar- 
ket the Bonds. 


The unusual situation of a Govern- 
ment paying almost half a million dol- 
lars for the privilege of doing business 
with a particular banking group was re- 
vealed yesterday when it was learned 
in Wall Street that the $45,000,000 
Argentine loan soon to\be offered by J. 
P. Morgan & Co. and the National City 
Campany, was obtained 6n a bid that 
ws 1 point lower than a proposal sub- 
mitted to Argentina by a competing 
New York syndicate. This means the 
Argentine Government will receive $450,- 
000 less for the issue from the bankers. 

At the offices of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
and the National City Company no com- 
ment was forthcoming on the loan 
agreement with the Argentine Govern- 
ment, beyond confirmation of a Buenos 
Aires cablegram reporting the decree in 
which acceptance of the Morgan-Na- 
tional City offer was announced. It is 
expected that public offering of the new 
ag issue will be made early next 
week. 

The ‘probability of a new Argentine 
issue has been discussed in the finan- 
cial district for the last month or so be- 
cause of the maturity, on June 16, of a 
$10,000,000 Argentine issue which was 
sold in New York. 

The new Argentine financing, which is 
expected to include some _ refunding 
operations, will be in the form of long- 
term issues, which bankers declare will 
do much to stabilize the Argentine 
situation. There have been considerable 
short term borrowings by that country 
of late, which, the opposition in the 
Buenos Aires Government has declared, 
have kept conditions unsettled and have 
not been in the interests of national 
economy. The funding of a number of 
Argentine obligations through the new 
— is expected to remedy this situa- 
tion. 

J. P. Morgan & Co. -handled con- 
siderable financing for Argentina in the 
pre-war periods. Its recapture of the 
business now, when Argentina is vir- 
tually back on a gold basis, with its ex- 
change firm and some exports of gold 
atready having been permitted, is at- 
tracting considerable interest in Wall 
Street. In connection with the general 
improvement in Argentine finances, it 
was noted that old issues of that Gov- 
ernment have advanced a point or more 
in price in the New York market since 
announcement of the refunding opera- 
tions was made late last week. «+ 

It is reported that in addition to 
handling the new Argentine loan, the 
Morgan-National City group will take up 
the $10,000,000 Argentine loan which 
matures ngxt month. The bankers, it is 
understood, will pay the Argentine Gov- 
ernment at the rate of 92 for the new 
issue. The bonds, it is reported, will 
pay 6 per cent. interest and will carry 
1 per cent. annual cumulative amortiza- 
tion, and will be due in thirty-three 
years. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC NET 
TAKES $2,014,958 DROP 


System Reports Smallest Operat- 
ing Income for April 
Since 1920. 


The Southern ‘Pacific System reports 
net operating income of $1,617,413 for 
April, a decrease of $2,014,958 from 
April of last year and the smallest of 
any April since 1920. Gross revenues of 
$21,605,886 were off $1,330,041 from last 
April, a decline which normally would 
have been absorbed by a reduction of 
expenses, but this year was increased by 
a $794,405 greater outlay. 

Freight revenues of $15,193,667 were 
off only $790,682, or 5 per cent. Passen- 
ger revenues of $4,298,254 were off 
$494,093, or 10 per cent., and total 
revenues were 6 per cent. lower. Of 
the total, 37.4 per cent. went for main- 
tenance expenses, compared with 33.7 
per cent. a year ago, and 39.2 per cent. 
for transportation expenses, compared 
with 35.4 per cent. a year ago. 

The road's operating ratio of 83.6 per 
cent. is considered high for the Southern 
Pacific and it is thought that it may be 
explained by abnormal maintenance 
charges for new properties recently ac- 
quired by the road. Last year the April 
ratio was 75.4 and for the entire year of 
1924 it was 73.6. 

Gross revenues for the first four 
months of this year are running 
$3,780,878 behind last year. They were 
$2,450,836 behing at the close of the first

STANDARD RESCINDS 
GASOLINE PRICE CUT 


New York Company, After 2- 
Cent Reduction, Restores 
Quotation to 20 Cents. 


FOURTH CHANGE RECENTLY 


Tide Water Also Announces Ad- 
vance—Texas Company Makes 
No Change. 


Following a reduction of 2 cents a 
gallon In the price of gasoline by the 
Standard Oil Company of New York, to 
18 cents a gallon tank wagon a few days 
ago, the company yesterday restored the 
quotation to the former price of 20 cents 
a gallon wholesale. This is the fourth 
change in prices the company has made 
since May 1, and Indicates, according to 
trade experts, the erratic situation in 
the local gasoline market as a result of 
competition by the independent com- 
panies. The Tide Water Oil Company, of 
the Gulf Refining Company, announced 
similar advances in prices to meet those 
quoted by Standard of New York. The 
Texas Company, however, which openly 
fought the advance in prices by .other 
large distributers In the New York dis- 
trict, has thus far made no change in 


prices. 

Early in May the Texas Company was 
the first of the larger companies to cut 
its wholesale and retail prices. Several 
days later the Standard of New York re- 
duced its price to meet that quoted by 
the Texas Company. Then, due to the 
firmer tone to the gasoline situation, 
Standard of New York advanced its 
prices to the former level. This advance 


was not met by the Texas Company, 
which announced that it would not ad- 
vance its price so long as “‘its chief com- 
petitors were selling to favored dealers 
at 11% cents to 2 cents a gallon below 
their published prices.’’ Standard of 
New York again reduced its tank-wagon 
price 2 cents a gallon Jast week. his 
reduction is wiped out by the advance 
yesterday. 

Production of crude oil increased 
sharply in the California fields last 
week, according to figures received in 
the financial district. The daily aver- 
age = for the Southern fields was 
332,300 barrels, a gain of 10,600 barrels 
compared with the previous week, when 
the daily average was 321,700 barrels. 
The gain was due chiefly to the larger 
production in the Rosecrans and Ing e- 
wood fields, while most of the older 
fiel’s reported smaller output. 

The American Petroleum Institute of- 
ficially estimates California’s production 
at 17,959,653 barrels for April, a dally 
average of 598,655 barrels, a reduction 
of 2,184 barrels in the daily average 
compared with March. Total stocks of 
erude and other oil products in_ the 
Pacific Coast territory increased 2,358,- 
648 barrels last month. The stocks at 
the end of April totaled 133,235,605 bar- 
rels. Since Jan. 1, 1925, the increase in 
total stocks has been 8,213,641 barrels. 

Detailed figures for April, however, 
showed a decrease of 157,629 barrels In 
the surplus stocks of gasoline and 586,- 
727 barrels reduction in the surplus 
stocks of naphtha distillates. Heavy 
crude oil, including fuel oil, increased 
1,807,612 barrels for the month, 


COPPER IN GOOD DEMAND. 


Decrease In Electrical Fleld Offset 
by Gain in Other Industrles. 


From all Indications the domestic con- 
sumption of copper for the first half of 
1925 will compare favorably with 1924, 
which established a post-war record, it 
was announced yesterday by George A. 
Sloan, Secretary of the Copper and 
Brass Research Association. 

“While it is true,’ sald Mr. Sloan, 
“that shipments during the early months 
of the year showed a es ppd reces- 
sion in. copper’s principal consuming

The Guaranty Company is arranging a 
short-term loan of $9,575,000 to the New 
York, Chicago & St. Louls Raltlroad, to 
be used pending Interstate Commerce 
Commission action on the merger plans 
of the Greater Nickel Plate system. The 
transaction will involve no public offer- 
ing at this time. The loan ts being 
obtained in order temporarily to finance 
the maturity of a like amount of Toledo, 
St. Louis Western 4 per cent. bonds 
falling due July 1. It is understood that 
the short-term notes to be issued to the 
Guaranty Company will be secured by 
bonds of the old Nickel Plate system. 

Following a decision by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on the Nickel 
Plate merger plans, there is expected to 
be a large offering of Nickel Plate 
equipment trust certificates.

Taken to 
tha Supreme Court, that tribunal or- 
dered a new trial, which resulted in a 
directed verdict and judgment for the 
unions, this being affirmed by the Cir- 
euit Court of Appeals. Then the case 
came back to the Supreme Court on a 
writ of error. 

“It does not appear that the interna- 
tional convention or the _ Executive 
Board (of the United Mine Workers of 
America) ever authorized this strike or 
took any part in the-preparation for it 
or in its maintenance, or that they rati- 
fied it by paying any of the expenses,”’ 
said today’s opinion. 

“The action of the trial court In its 
direction of a verdict for the defendant, 
the international union, must be af- 
firmed. 

“The tendency of the evidence to show 
that District 21 through its authorized 
leaders and agents and certain of its 
subordinate local unions organized and 
carried through two attacks of April 6 
and July 17 is so clear that it does not 
need further discussion. The only issue 
' is whether the outrages, destruction and 
crimes committed were intentionally di- 
rected toward a restraint of interstate 
commerce. . 

‘‘We think there was substantial evi- 
dence at the second trial tending to 
show that the purpose of the destruc- 
tion of the mines was to stop the pro- 
duction of non-union coal and prevent 
its shipment to markets of other States 
than Arkansas, where it would by com- 
petition tend to reduce the price of the 
commodity and affect injuriously the 
maintenance of wages for union labor 
in competing mines, and that the direc- 
tion by the district Judge to return a 
verdict for the defendants other than 
the international union was erroneous. 

“We affirm the judgment of the Dis- 
trict Court and the Circuit Court of Ap- 
| peals in favor of the international union 
|of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
|ica and reverse that in favor of Dis- 
trict 21 and the other local unions and | 
the individual defendants and remand | 
the cause as to them for a new trial.”

Figure Closely on Fabric Costs. 


Just how close competition in the 
ready-to-wear field is forcing manufac- 
turers to figure their fabric and produc- 
tion costs was illustrated in a story told 
here yesterday.

He had 
sold practically his entire output when 
an order came to him from a well known 
store here for an additional quantity 
of the dresses.

UPHOLDS LICENSING 
OF TICKET BROKERS 


Supreme Court Sustains Convic- 
tion Here of Illegal Theatre 
Admission Seller.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—The resale 
of theatre tickets except by licensed 
persons is illegal in New York, the 
Supreme Court ruled today in deciding 
the appeal of Reuben Weller, who was 
fined $25 there for selling tickets with- 
out a license. The New York Appellate 
Division and Court of Appeals upheld 
the conviction. 


The court rejected the contention of 
lawyers for Weller that the New York 
law was repugnant to the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution.

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BERLIN, May 25. — Germany’s finan- 


cial worries, especially regarding pay- 
ments under the Dawes plan, were aired 
today before the Reichstag Budget 
Committee. The committee listened to a 
report by a sub-committee appointed 
a few days ago following pessimistic 
utterances of Herr Schlieben, Finance 
Minister. 

The sub-committee reported there ts 
imminent danger of a disturbance of the 
balance in Germany's budget, in view 
of which the greatest care 4s needed 
in keeping down expenditures and keep- 
ing up receipts. The sub-committes ap- 
proved a Government proposal to set 
aside 220,000,000 marks for reparations 
payments, which has been bitterly criti- 
cized in some quarters. 

The sub-committee further reported 
that stable financial development is im- 
perative for German economic restora- 
tion and for the renewal of the German 
nation’s trust in its finances, without 
which Germany ¢an not borrow in the 
loan market. 


AMIENS CATHEDRAL IN PERIL 


Rains Undermine Grounds and 
Threaten Old Gothic Edifice. 


AMIENS, France, May 25 ().—The 
Amiens Cathedral, one of the world’s 
outstanding masterpieces of Gothic ar- 
chitecture, is threatened with damage, 
if not ruin. 

A portion of ground measuring thirty 
yards in front of the edifice and ex- 
a up to the porch became_under- 
mined by rains recently and sank, leav- 
ing a chasm varying in depth from 
twenty-five to thirty feet. 

A succession of thunder storms soon 
filled this with water, and urgent 
measures are being taken to protect the 
cathedral.

MITCHEL MEMORIAL 
GETS HYLAN ASSENT 


Mayor Moves Tentative Ap- 
proval of Monument to 
His Predecessor. 


ACTION DELAYED SIX YEARS 


Estimate Board Acts After Mayor 
Cautions Against Possible Park 
Encroachment. 


After having delayed approval of a 
suitable memorial to the late Mayor 
John Purroy Mitchel more than six 
years, the Board of Estimate, meeting 
yesterday in Committee of the Whole, 
voted tentative approval of the project. 
A final endorsement was withheld pend- 
ing completion of the plans of the Mitch- 
el Memorial Committee, which, it is ex- 
pected, will be submitted in about three 
months, 

The memorial to the-city’s late Chief 
Executive, who went from the Mayor's 
chair into the army and was killed by 
a fall from an airplane at Gerstner 
Field, La., on July 6, 1918, while on his 
final flight before joining the Allles in 
France, is to be erected at the entrance 


to Central Park at fifth Avenue and 
Nineticth Street, The tentative a 
proval came after some discussion, in 
which Mayor Hylan cautioned his as- 
sociates that they must beware of plac- 
ing any structure in the park which 
might be construed as an encroachment 
eg its facilities and its natural beau- 
ties. . 

Robert Adamson, who w, Fire Com- 
missioner under Mayor M chel and sec- 
retary to Mayor Gaynor and who is now 
Chairman of the Executiv@\Committee 
of the Memorial Commission, led the ar- 
gument for the project. It was he who 
suggested that the board grant its tenta- 
tive approval, so that, the Memorial 
Committee and the architecta might 
work out suitable plang in detail. 

The vote of approval was on motion 
of the Mayor, who made it plain he 
was not trying to obstruct the memorial, 
| but wanted to know more about it be- 
fore having the Board of Estimate com- 
mit itself. Tentative approval was first 
suggested by William T. Collins, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen. 

Thomas Hastings of the firm of 
Carrer & Hastings, architects, who, 
with Donn Barber, have charge of the 
architectural part of the memorial, told 
the board that complete plans would be 
ready in three months. It was explained 
that neither the committee nor the 
architects know just what shape the 
memorial will take, save that it will be 
a quiet, simple tribute. 

- After the board had voted Mr. Adam- 
son and Mr. Hastings explained that 
about $115,000 had been subscribed by 
individuals during the last six years, 
and that this amount would be ample. 
The funds have been paid by a com- 
mittee of more than a hundred admirers 
of Mayor Mitchel, headed by Frank L. 
Polk, former Corporation Counsel. 
Mortimer L. Schiff is Treasurer and 
Edward H. Hall Seeretary of the com- 
mittee, : 

It is proposed that the entrance to 
Central Park at Ninetieth Street and 
Fifth Avenue be widened to forty feet 
so that the memorial may not encroach 
upon the park. 

When Mr, Adamson presented his plea 
Mayor Hylan asked him if he, per- 
chance, was influenced in any way by 
“an Islip, L. I., lawyer,’’ which was 
understood to refer to Willlam B. Roul- 
stone, President of the Park Conserva- 
tion Association, ‘who is kicking 
spans having playgrounds in’ Central 
-ark.”’ 

Mr, Adamson replied ‘‘No,” and said 
he was merely yoicing the sentiment of 
the Memorial Committee.
